Ardahan was defended hy 
Zachen with 3,000 infantry, 
a thousand Cossacks, six fleld guns 
and two machine guns, The battle 
for the town, which commenced Dec. 
29, ended in the fight *of the Rus- 
asians, Who lost heavily. Our troops 
in conjunction with Persian. tribes- 
men, have completely routed 4,000 
Russians, who had more than ten 
cannon, 10 miles: northwest of Saont- 
bulak. Four hundred Russians were 
killed and they lost six cannon. Ac- 
cording to reports from  Erzerum, 
Turkish Armenia, great transports of 
Russian prisoners from the latest bat- 
there.”

LONDON, Jun. 3—(9:40 p.m.)—The 
extremely rainy winter, tne worst Bu- 
rope has experienced in years, cnus- 
ing floods in the river valleys of the 
continent as well as those of Eng- 
land, has prevented any operations 
on a large seale on the west battle- 
front and has. wserlfously interfered 


with these in the east 

There have een heavy artillery 
engagements from the sea to the Swias 
borders, and occasional attacks by the 
infantry of the opposing armies, 
when not repulsed, have added a few 
yards to the attacking force, but 
have always proved costly adventures 


French Gain Little Ground, 

The French have gained a_ iittle 
ground between Albert and Roye, Just 
north of the point where the line 
turns eastward, and to the east of 
Reims ond southwest of Verdun 
where the attempts to make the Ger- 
man position at St, Mihlel, on the 
Meuse, untenable are proceeding 
slowly. They have also made some 
advance in Alsace, but have suffered 
a repulse to the northwest of Saint 


Menehould. 

In the east the Germans have cap- 
tured the import nt iRusalan position 
at Borjimow, but elsewhe they have 
been unalle to make headway against 
the Russians. who, as defenders of 
well fortified positions: are aided wy 
the wet weather and muddy roads
